1 1 . (new) The method of claim 6, wherein the introduction of the nucleic acid comprises 
introducing the nucleic acid by viral envelope vectors, internal type liposomes, electrostatic type 
liposomes, HVJ-liposomes or improved HVJ-liposomes, receptor-mediated gene transfer, 
transfer of nucleic acid into a cell using a particle gun (gene gun), direct introduction of naked- 
nucleic acid, introduction using a cationic polymer, or combinations of two or more thereof. 
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
